The  Board  of  Psychologist  Examiners  operates  under  the  authority  of  Section 
66-3201    to  66-3214   inclusive,   R.    C.   M.,   1947. 

PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Psychologist  Examiners  is  to  protect  the  public 
from  the  unauthorized  and  unqualified  practice  of  psychology  and  from  un- 
professional conduct  by  persons  licensed  to  practice  psychology. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

Further  evaluation  of  applications  (Grandfather)  was  conducted  by  the  Board. 
All  applicants  not  yet  licensed  were  given  the  opportunity  to  present  in 
person,  to  the  Board,  clarification  of  their  application  and  to  fill  in 
details  of  education  and  supervised  experience.  Sixteen  additional 
psychologists  were  licensed  during  the  year.  Notice  of  Hearing  of  Denial 
of  License  was  mailed  to  six  applicants,  two  requested  a  contested  hearing 
and  the  hearing  was  held.  Board  is  waiting  for  the  findings  of  the 
Hearing  Examiner. 

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 

Licensing:     Evaluation  of  all  application  received  prior  to  January  1, 
1973  (Grandfather)  to  see  if  they  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  law  and  rules.  Evaluation  of  those  applications 
received  after  January  1,  1973  for  legal  and  rule  requirements 
and  to  provide  for  an  examination. 

Regulation:     Protection  of  the  public  from  unauthorized  and  unqualified 
people  practicing  psychology.  To  be  vigilant  in  protection 
of  the  public  from  unprofessional  conduct  of  persons  li- 
censed to  practice  psychology.
